The Republic of Guatemala. 


The American people natually feel 
an interest in the struggles of every 
country which is seeking to free itself 
from political tyranny and secure for 
itself a liberal policy of government. 
The little Republic of Guatemala, 
since the death of Gen. Barrios, has had 
many difficulties to contend with, and 
the progress of the country has been 
greatly hindered, through the Govern-

erate Reformers’? have sought 


to undo allthat he accomplished. On 
the plea that these reforms were the 
work of a tyrannical dictator,they have, 
it is asserted, sought to suppress the 
source of public instruction; have at- 
tacked railroad enterprises, and would 
sul stitute in their place the primitive 
system of cars driven by the plodding 


tion, and have sought to bring the’ 
country again under the control of a 
fanatical and unprogressive rule. 

Gen. Barrilas, the present head of 
the Government, is a man of pro- 
gressive ideas, having the good of his 
country at heart.

THEIR EXACT CHARACTERIS- 
TICS TO DESCRIBE. 
They Lack the Lusuriance” of the 
Southerner and the Dash of the 
Western Women—Quiet/and Re- 
served—Not So icy as Regresented. 


[Boston letter it erald.) 
The practical independence of the 
Massachusetts woman shows itself in 
a mouetary self-reliance that has pleas- 
ant and unpleasant aspects. I have in 
mind a couple, type of some thousands 
of others, who have been married six 
or eight years, perhaps. Before mar- 
riage he was foreman of the lasters_ in 
the inevitable shoe manufactory. She 
was boss of the stitching-room. He 
earned, perhaps, $18 per week; she 
earned about $12 to $14. After mar- 


_Tiage both retained their positions. It 


is part of the creed of shoe towns that 
the shoemuker’s wife works in the shop. 
Usually his wages compel her to.. When 
thatis not the case habit, which has bred 
in the shoemaker a way of giving his 
wife no mouey, compels her to all the 
same. This couple keep house. They 
have no children. The wife is proud of 
her neat home, and rises early and goes 
to bed late to keep it In order out of 
working hours. She washes summer and 
winter before the sun is up. She 
irons, and cooks and sews by lamplight. 


- She does all her household duties well, 


for she is a genuine oldtime New Eng- 
land housewife. Asan equivalent for 
this home labor on his: wife’s part the 
husband pays the rent and settles the 
provision bills. All the other money | 
that he earns is his and it would give 
him a shock of surprise to be called 
for a penny by his wife. Ifshe wants 
furniture she buys it, and has invested 
a good deal first and last in upholstery 
and dainty hangings that women love. 


‘She buys her clothing and puts what 


she saves into the savings bank in her 
own name. The financial relations of 
the two are as well defined and..as dis- 
tinct from their conjugal relaiions asif 
they were business partners. Even in 
the matter of benefit associations they 
stand on an exact equality. He in- 
sures for her with the Red Men, she 
insures for him and for the same sum 
in the Daughters of Pocahontas, whose 
lodges are officered and affairs con- 
ducted entirely by women. He pays 
his assessment, she pays hers. 

I haye seen this instance repeat itself. 
innumerable times. When husband 
and wife ure of the right sort the ar- 
rangement does nut work badly. The 
money-making-power of the wife in 
such a practical community insures 
her respect and improves her position. 
Both bank accounts prosper if the pair 
are prudent, and the time comes when 
they buy a homestead together on very 
even terms. When there are children 
or the characters are ill-balanced' it 
does not go as well. There are women 
in plenty who are ny fag | by inches be- 
cause their husbands know that they 
can support themselves, and by with- 
holding supplies compel them to do so 
in spite of a growing family, and work 
enough at home for any woman’s 
strength. It is not s0 many women 
who are physically able to do two days’ 
work in one, nor so many men who can 
be trusted with the knowledge that 
they can get so much from their wives 
if they try. 

A many people have studied 
the New England girl, but her exact 
characteristics are hard to hit. It is 
the absence of certain characteristics, 
not the presence of any, that strikes a 
stranger first. She has not the spice of 
the New Yorker, the Inxuriance of the 
Southerner, the dash of the Westerner. 
You miss something about her. She is 
quiet and reserved enough in her dress, 
but not severe enough for that to strike 
you as a distinguished mark. You 
meet her a second time and a third be- 


‘ fore you can apply to her any especial | 


attributes whatever. Then at last you 
oe mos that she is far enough from 

ing neutral. It is only that after 
roses an interval is necessary before 
one can appreciate violets. Your true 
New Englander is seen in her perfec- 
tion in ston, and, Howells and the 
whole crop of Boston newspaper jokes 
to the contrary notwithstanding, she 
is far enough from being aggressive. 
Neither on the one hand is_ she 
icy. She is simply self-contained, 
with interest enough in life not to 
rush in utter boredom with open arms 
at any new sensation, living in a world 
of her own, but ready after a moment 
of consideration to meet you from a 
third to half way. She looks at you 
with very straightforward eyes, and.if 
she likes you she will let you see that 
she has some serious notions in life and 
holds herself to rather strict account 
for her disposition of her time. If she 
likes you very much she will show you 


- further that she has plenty of fun in 


her and that when she enjoys anything 
she enjoys it all the more heartily be- 
cause she doesn’t spend her whole life 
trying to enjoy things every dzy. Some 
ople find her formidable because she 
as—a rare thing in this world—a con- 
science, and cannot quite keep it out of 
her face, But, if you know how to take 
her right, she is sbout the most reliable 
girl going and apt to be as pretty as 
girls average nowadays. ek 
Curious what a difference in civiliza- 
tion can be marked » a lace curtain. 
A New Yorker or Brooklynite must 
have lace curtains if she lives in Shan- 
tytown. It is necessary to maintain a 
certain style if you would have your 
neighbors respect you or respect your- 
self. New Eugland is not ashamed to 
be frugal. Economy is the rule. Peo- 
ple take it for granted and delight in 
their shifts and contrivances. A New 
England town, even a prosperous one, 
won’t average more than one or two 
pes of lace curtains to 1,000 inhabi- 
nts 


The car that took me out of Boston 
the other day had a roof thatcaught my 
attention at once.

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THE OPIUM FARMER. 


The Wretehed Hindoo, Who Remains 
Poor, with Wealth Within His Grasp. 

‘There is nothing the soil can pro- 
duce that can be cultivated with more 
profit to the husbandman than the 
poppy, if it is cultivated in the right 
country,’ said the head of a large 
drug-importing house, “and yet there 
are no farmers in the world who are so 
universally and perpetually poverty- 
stricken as the growers of the poppy. 
The many thvusands of people who 
are engaged iu the production of opium 
in Jndia—and think from personal 
knowledge obtained on extended visits 
‘to the provinces of Bernares, Bahar 
and Malwah—live year after year from 
hand to moath, when they might 
reap fortunes by a_ very little 


energy and extra exertions. The | 


opium-farmer of India lives and 
labors with but three objects in 
view. These are, first, to decorate his 
wife profusely with ornaments, to eat 
off a brass plate, and to be in posi- 
tion to make a great display when his 
oldest son is married. As far as the 
wife’s jewelry is concerned -that isa 
matter of religious duty, the [indoo 
religion demanding that certain orna- 
ments must be worn by married 
wumen, and the real wealth—if wealth 
it may be called—of the native land- 
owner is in his wife’s jewels, and 
whatever a husband may gain by his 
poppy culture he immediately invests 
in jewelry, the same as the Yankee 
farmer places his money in bond and 
mortgage. It the Indian farmer on 
marrying cannot do any better in the 
way of jewelry, he must give the bride 
he vbtains leadornaments. This keeps 
the religious form, but the very first 
year he has been energetic enough to 
raise a good opium crop the lead jew- 
eiry gives place to silver or gold. On 
the marriage of his oldest son an In- 
dian farmer will waste in a week’s jolli- 
fication the entire savings of years of 
privation. 

‘“Itis astrange sight to see the Hindoo 
women at work in the fields gathering 
poppy juices or picking weeds, decked 
vul with huge rings, bracelets, anklets, 
and chains, and wearing but a single 
short petticoat and a gay-colored wrap 
of light texture. The want of the In- 
dian raicvt, as the farmer is called, are 
very few and simple. A thatched roof, 
covering four confined mud walls, 
shelter him, and there are families who 
have lived for hundreds of years, gen- 
eration after generation, in the same 
hovel-like homestead. ‘The farmer's 
suit of every-day working clothes is a 
very scant cloth fastened about his 
loins. His ‘dress-up’ suit isa big cotton 
sheet folded about him. His entire 
family from himself down to the 
smaliest child he owns that is not too 
small to crawi about among the poppy 
plants and know the difference between 
a weed and a poppy, share in the toil of 
the field. The small children are 
clothed just as they came into the 
world, and appear comfortable, ho mat- 
ter how hot the sun shines or how iow 
the temperature may fall—and in No- 
vember, December, January and Feb- 
ruary, when the bulk of the field work 
is done, the weather is quite cold 
enough for at least summer clothing. 

**Tnese happy-go-lucky tillers of the 
soil depend eutirely on the Government 
to keep them going year after year in 
the matter of farming. Thus tne Gov- 
ernment advances the poppy-seed that 
is to be sown, loans the money by 


which the land is irrigated, and the 


bullcock’s purchased to carry on the 
work. The cultivator will not till more 
of his land than he can manage with- 
out other help than his own imimediate 
family, and consequently a_ patch 
leased to any one farmer that is balf an 
acre in extent is an exceptivnally large 
holding. The . one-twentieth of an 
acre, called a biyka, is the favorite 
quantity of land tur a furmer to seed 
down with poppies, but he will put in 
a tenth or a sixth on a pinch. 

“The farmers themselves have no 
direct intercourse with the Gvuvern- 
ment. Each village of opium-growers 
selects sume Dative as their representa- 
tive or agent with the authorities. Lle 
is called the lambardur. It is his busi- 
ness to give estimates to the Govern- 
ment agents as to the probable yield of 
the farms he represents, on which the 
loans and advances may be based. Le 
Manages every transaction between 
the Government and the farmers, and 
for his services he gets a commission 
on all the opium he causes to be deliv- 
ered to what are known as the weigh- 
ing stations, points where the products 
of certain districts are carried by the 
growers and turned over to the agents. 

‘The opium gathering begins ia Jan- 
uary or February, The poppy dowers 
have then given way tu the seed pods, 
which are lanced in the afternoon. 
The thick gum, the opium, exudes 
from the cut made in the pod, apd at 
daylight the next morning the entire 
family of raiat are astir in the fields, 
scraping the opium from the pods, the 
incisions being carefully closed again, 
by rubbing the tinger sharply up and 
down on the cuts, which glues them 
shut. If carefully treated the pods 
will expand liberally to six lancings. 
The opium is at first placed in brass 
vessels, and the dew that may adhere 
to it is drained off. Then it is kneaded 
like dough until it is at the proper con- 
sistency, when it is packed in new 
earthen jars and is ready to be carried 
to the weighing stations. 

‘The order to fetch in the year’s crop 
of opium is generally given early in 
April, and that is the most interesting 
season of the year to the raiat and his 
family. Each farmer is notified that 
on acertain day he must be at the 
weighing station of his district for the 
testing and weighing. An_ en- 
tire village, men, women, and children, 
join in joyous procession when 
this notice is received, and la- 
den with the jars of opium, 
start for the destination. They 
travel only at night as _ the 
heat of the sun is so great at that 
season of the year that the journey 
would be unendurable. All day they 
lounge in the groves and shady lanes, 
feasting and joining in various recrea- 
tions. These wayside camps of the 
opium villages are picturesque sights 
to the traveler through these provinces. 
When a group arrive at the weighing 


before the examiner, who examines the 
opium of each one and marks the qual-
